Building 
Logs Despite 
Easier Cosh

NEW YORK (AP) - The lag 


in home building despite the hope- 
ful nudge from easier money poli- 
cies is focussing attention today 
on two other fields for construc- 
tion gains. 


One is the increase in apart- 


ment house construction, with still 
greater gains expected in the next 
few years. 


The other is the upgrading of 


present homes to fit changing 
family needs and the salvaging of 
many city neighborhoods starling 
on the downgrade. 


Home 
building normally ac- 


counts for about 5 per cent of the 
total national production. But this 
support of the economy has been 
declining most of the lime for two 
years and the 1901 outlook is for 
only a slight increase in building 
of ncsv homes. 


The government has changed its 


money policies from tight to eas-j 
icr and thus made more money 
available for home mortgages. II 
also has moved lo lower mortgage 
interest rales. There has been 
some decline in various areas in 
the cost of financing a home, 
much of the drop due to lower 
discounts asked when the money 
is advanced. 


But still the demand .for new 


homes hasn't responded as hoped. 
Some say building costs are too 
high. .Some say the postwar hous- 
ing shortage is only a memory 
and there's no great urge to buy 
anymore. 


Two other fields look brighter. 


The demand for apartments is ris- 
ing because of the increasing to- 
lals of both senior citizens and the 
young marrieds who aren't ready 
yet for 
1 a home of their own.

Still, t'he total interest bill has 


been running about $15,000 a year. 
Combined with operating costs, it 
doesn't leave much for a general 
improvement program. 


Stadium income is derived prin- 


cipally from the three football 
games the University of Arkansas 
plays there each fall. In a good 
year — like last season when the 
Porker foes were Oklahoma Stale, 
Olc miss and Rice — the income- 
is high. But next year the Razor- 
backs will play only one major 
game in the stadium and Ihe oul- 
look is gloomy. 


The stadium gets 15 per cent 


of the gate fur university games. 
When other schools — Philander 
Smith College, Catholic High, etc.. 
use Ihe stadium, they pay 
a 


fixed minimum charge, since they 
don't draw wcl ler.ough lo make 
15 per cent pay off. 


The stadium tries to stage a 


professional game each year to 
boosj, its income. Back in the late 
1940s and early I'JSOs, the stadium 
earned as much as $.27,000 a year 
from a pro game. But attendance 
declined and last year's attraction 
—Ihe Dallas Texans vs. the Den 
vcr 'broncos — only paid ex- 
penses. 


Berry said an effort is being 


made lo line up a pro game this 
fall.

$3.2-billion housing bill which 


Kennedy sent to Congress, 


Also called for were step-tips in 


ow-cost public housing, urban re 
ncwal and housing for the elderly, 
plus experimental 40-year, non 
downpayment FHA mortgages foi 
lamilies of moderate income. 


Most of the items were spellet 


out in Kennedy's special housing 
message to congress on March 9 
However, only a vague hint was 
given them of the far-reaching 
character of the improvement loan 
proposal. 


The 25-year loan would carry a 


maximum interest rate of 6 per 
cent and could total up to $10,000 
per family living unit. Present 
improvement loans insure'd by the 
Federal Housing Administration 
run for only five years, carry a 
rate of 9.4 per cent and are sub 
ject to $3,500 ceiling. 


Improvement funds could be ad 


vanced in the form of first or sec 
ond mortgages or other types of 
loans and would be available in 
all sections, although basic terms 
would be the same everywhere. 


Officials are hopeful that if Con- 


gress approves, the program will 
become the major weapon in at- 
tacking urban blight, without fed- 
eral subsidy. 


Housing Administrator Robert 


C. Weaver, in a memo to Ken- 
nedy, said: "We sorely lack today 
the financing devices that 
are 


needed to support and encourage 
the upgrading of good homes and 
neighborhoods to preserve our ci- 
ties and protect the living stand- 
ards of our people." 


Weaver said the entire housing 


bill emphasizes "the improvement 
of our existing housing supply in- 
stead of relying primarily onvnew 
housing construction for better 
homes, as we have been doing." 


Kennedy's special message put 


no price tag on the total housing 
program. Weaver said the bill 
calls fo rnew spending authroity 
of $3.19 billion, of that amount. 
$1.05 billion would be spent by 
June 30, 1961 and $311 million in 
the 1962 fiscal year which begins 
July 1. 


All these outlays would be in 


addition to those already author- 
ized. The amount previously au 
thorized for fiscal 1962 is $728 
million.

Yet The Associated Press re- 


ports even the combatants are de- 
vout Buddhists who don't like to 
kill and have to be coaxed into 
fighting by their big power back- 
ers. 


The Laotians don't even think 


as a nation. Many of them are 
split into tribes. One official said 
to most Laotians the civil war is 
just another family fight. 


Yet Russia wants the Commu- 


nist-led rebels to win. A Red Laos 
would be a foothold far a take- 
over in the rest of Southeast Asia 
For that reason the United Slates 
is determined to block them. 


So the Laotians are caught in 


the middle. 


If there is peace in Laos—and
